rebuilt at all is .the opinion of many.

and had attained prominence as a mar 
ket center a.new center might.be found 
for the business! district and it might be 
rebuilt. 
But the surrounding

consists mainly of wild, unbroken land 
covered with n den«5

pines, scrub oak and brush. 


It is conceded today tlmt one of the 


distressing results of the flood will be 
the filing of petitions in bankruptcy by 
muny merchants. 
Looses of from $20,- 


000 to $50,000 are numerous. Along this 
line the ' fate of the LaCrossc "Water 
Power company, the five million dollars 
property, 
which is .located at Hatfield, 


is in considerable doubt. Because Black 
river has run almost dry, the past t 
years, the compr-ny has met difficulties 
and is now in the hands of a receiver. 
A heavy burden of repairing its 
dam 


and restoring its other property is now 
placed upon it, and bondholders' meet- 
ings arc being held to 'discuss the financ- 
ing of tin1 corporation under these con- 
ditions.

possibility of . extensive 


litigation bet\vecn the company and the 
injured merchants at Black River 'Fulls, 
f.s well as the Green Bay and Western 
railway, which will be out of business 
for a month on its main line, is also be- 
ing taken into account.

of the power house was a large barrel 
of oil which \v;is tipped over .when tha 
Flood struck it.

the flood rose, and oiled it again as the 
waters receded. Mr; McMillan says the 
work could not have been done better 
by hand and that the machinery in the 
power plant is in perfect condition.

a torn fringe, do not put it in the at- 
tic, but n:end t'ue.fringe, ft is very easy 
.to do and well worth your pains. 


Cut o!T all the fringe, get a piece of 


pasteboard four inches square and wind 
around, it yarn of color to match the 
rug.. iWijid the yanr one way around the 
paste-board' live -or six times and slip 
it on". • Then put one end .of the yarn 
through the end of the rug nnd put 
tnc other end through and 
clinch 
it. 


Keep this up until you get all the way 
across the end of the vug. If only a

Winfield Scott Schley, the United States 
loses one of her distinguished naval he- 
roes.

the American 


navy. He was born in Maryland in 1830. 
He served with honor through the War 
of the Rebellion. In 1898 he was placed 
in command of the "Hying squadron," 
a nd proceeded to Cuba to engage the 
Spanish war licet. Cerveru attempted to 
escape and Admiral Schley captured and 
took charge of the Spanish squadron.

This unhappy incident is recalled .by the 
death of the'Rear Admiral.
